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Heirens 


Ruled Sane 
By Medics 


Would Clear Path 
For Extreme Penalty 
From Trial Bench 


CHICAGO, Aug. 
William Heirens. 17. who stran- 
glied and dismembered little Su- 
zanne Degnan, killed two women 
ana committed more than 100 bur- 
Biaries and assaulis, has been 
found legally sane by three prom- 
nent psychiatrists, it was learned 
Friday. 

The finding will enable Justice 
Harold C. Ward of Criminal Court 
to sentence him to life imprison- 
ment, or to the electric chair if 
he chooses to ignore a defense- 
prosecution agreement under 
which Heirens confessed his 
crimes in return for a recommen- 
Gation of a life sentence. 

The psychiatrists’ finding said 
Heirens is a sexual psychopath. 
They found he was an earnest, re- 
ligious and well-liked student at 
the University of Chicago ordinari- 
ly but a maniacal killer when 
prompted by an abnormal sex 
urge. They agreed that under the 
jJegal definition he is sane. 

The report concerns 
present mental state but draws no 
conclusions about whether he was 
Sane at the time of the killings. 

During his mental] examinations, 
which continued for more than 
two weeks, he expressed no re- 
morse for his crimes and showed 
no fear of prison or death. 

His only concern, the psvchia- 
trists found, was for the suffering 
he caused his parents.

R. Hoffman, State Alienist,

The law recognizes a defendant 
fs sane if he is able to co-operate 
with his attorneys and if he un- 
cerstands the nature of the 
charges against him. The psychia- 
trists, it was learned, found a 
wealth of evidence that Heirens 
is able to do both. 

The defense-prosecution agree- 
ment provides for the State to 
recommend a prison sentence in 
return for the confession Heirens 
made several weeks ago. Courts 
usually follow prosecution recom- 
mendations in such cases but 
stern justice. could ignore the 
stipulation. 

Warden Frank Sain of the Coun- 
ty Jail said Heirens had been 
“highly nervous” but co-operated 
fully during the mental examina-

U.S. Will Block Any Red Grab 


At Korea, Russia Is W 


Troops To Await 
Popular Regime 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 


30—(UP)—The United States 
served notice on Russia Friday night that it will oppose any | 


grab for power by the Korean Communist party and that 
American troops will remain in Korea until that country gets 
a representative provisional government. 

The American position on Korea was made public by Act- 


ing Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son in conjunction with an invita- 


tion to Russia to join the United 
States in a new effort to establish 
an independent Korean 
ment. 

Acheson said the American bid 
to Russia was intended to clear 
away the smoke and confusion 
surrounding U. S. policy in Korea, 
which is jointly occupied by Amer- 
ican and Red Army troops. 

Acheson told a priss conference 
that this nation is ready to meet 
with Russia at any time, through 
the existing joint occupation com- 
mission; to work out a plan for 
Korean «independence. 

He denied that the United States 


has any imperialistic aims in Ko- | 


rea, but said emphatically that 
American troops would not pull 
out of that liberated country until 
its people get at least a provis- 
ional government of their own 
choosing.

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Behind the ‘Iron Curtain’ 


Sometimes we find ourselves wishing 
Winston Churchill were not so good a 
maker of phrases. 

It was he who first spoke of what was 
going on behind “the iron curtain” which 
the Soviets have ably, if not entirely suc- 
cessfully, hung between them and the rest 
of the world. 

Since then the phrase has been em- 
ploved more times than a soap opera plot. 

The point is that we do know a little 
that goes on in Russia. The Soviet policy 
cannot remain behind any curtain, iron, 
asbestos or shower. 

It has got to come into the open. 

Looking at the one great story of the 
day—the international political struggle 
between the United States and Russia— 
one may sum it up with some degree of 
accuracy. 

Russia’s acts so far have been a war 
of nerves seeking to force through her 
ambitious policy of expansion. 

Once the Russia, by the 
very fact of the geographic location of her 


war ended, 
troops, was able to pile up immediate 
economic and strategic advantages. Brit- 
ain was weak politically and militarily, 
with the surprising advent of her Labor 
Government, and the policy of the United 
States was uncertain, due largely to con- 
gressional delay and uncertainty. 

Russian expansion was off to a head 
start and a certain amount of it had to 
be accepted. 

It is difficult to restrain. 

This is her obvious strategy—behind no 
iron curtain—but plain to see: 

Yugoslavia is being empioyed by Rus- 
Sia to push for a port on the highly stra- 
tegic Adriatic, which in effect is an arm 
of the even more highly strategic Medi- 
terranean. Yugoslavia also is being used

If Russia pushes on, as she may, the 
United Nations would be cracked and re- 
organized without Russia. 

The world would be split into two 
highly competitive sections and with war 
much more probable—but still not in- 
evitable. 

Meanwhile, we will keep the atomic 
bomb secrets in so far as they exist— 
knowing they are not really secret but 
may be attained by any nation with scien- 
tists and money to provide equipment.

The Three 
So-Called ‘Dry’ States 


Prohibition was an experim@t noble in intent 

in the minds of many Americans. 

The great trouble with it was that in the 
minds of the professional drys, as distinct from the persons who 
genuinely believed in the idea, it was never anything but a hypo- 
critical farce and was*so admitted to be in private conversations 
by these professional lobbyists for the plan. 

I never knew liquor to do anyone any good and I have no 
supporting word to say for it. ButI do most honestly believe that 
strict legal control and education teaching that liquor taken in 
excess is harmful to health and career, is the only way to deal 
with the problem. 

Prohibition, which spawned more illegality and more disrespect 
and contempt for law than any other thing in our history (the 
OPA black market is another, if slightly lesser example of the 
same thing), was never a noble experiment, but a political racket 
supported ardently by the rackets and politicians profiting most 
from illicit dealings in alcohol and the terrible stuff sold as whiskey 
and gin in those days. 

All of this is a sort of preamble to a very revealing news item 


of a day ago, carried on the Associated Press wires. 
There are three dry States, Mississippi, 


Three Dry States Kansas and Oklahoma. 


The Treasury Department in Washington has revealed that 
last year some 2,980 persons in those States paid into the Federal 
Treasury about $100,000 in Federal taxes as liquor dealers. 

More than half of them were from Mississipp1. 

And that is the story. 

The professional drys in Mississippi are satisfied. The noble 
experiment has succeeded. Mississippi is a “dry” State. Therefore 
theirs is the victory. 

Mississippi, like the other two, tried the usual method for a 
while. That is, to leave it to the underworld. But Mississippi got 
weary of that. It didn’t make sense. It could not be regulated. 

So, Mississippi collects a steep tax. It also collects income tax 
from dealers. They are strictly controlled by license. This is a 
State, not a Federal, regulation. 

It brings into Mississippi more than $2,000,000 every year and 
it is wrowing. 

Mississippi towns that want them have barrooms and cocktail 
rooms ... under State control and authority, 

But the State is dry. 

The professional, political drys, are very happy about it as they 
were happy when America was flowing with bootleg and illegal 
booze and gangs were taking over whole city and county govern- 
ments. 

Kansas is restive. The Democratic nominee for Governor, 
Harry Woodring, ran on a platform which contained a plank which 
will, if he is elected, end the farce and hypocrisy in Kansas. Okla- 
homa newspapers always carry stories at holiday periods, as they 
did during the V-J celebration, of how police got co-operation from 
the Blind Tiger operators who closed up at police request to pre- 
vent too boisterous & celebration. 

I am not speaking up for, or in behalf of, liquor. 
common sense and intellectual honesty in considering 
problem. e 


Won't Work 


Prohibition had a horde of enforcement officers who were always 
killing innocent’ people, stopping cars to search baggage, breaking 
into homes for search, and otherwise terrorizing a helpless people. 
As was inevitable, most of them were cérrupted and the flow of 
illicit liquor in America increased with every year. 

Despite the hysterical and fraudulent utterances of the profes- 
sionals, we are doing a better job with liquor control. Crime is 
up, as it always is after a war, and liquor plays its part in it. But 
those spots which are worst are those where legal control is worst. 
Auto accidents were down for last year. 

The liquor industry is establishing its own policing agencies, 
which will assist police with closing bad retailers. It also will 
carry on its own educational campaign urging people to drink in 
moderation if they drink at all. 

Whatever its faults, and it has them, legal contro! is far pref- 
erable, as the late Henry Grady, of this newspaper, was arguing 50 
years ago when he urged the end of the saloon and the establish- 
ment of package stores under legal control. That was his plan of 
“prohibition.” It still is the best. 

Best of all, let every man be his own prohibition agent. 

The best advice still is—don’t drink at all—and give over con- 
trol of liquor to the law—not the underworld. For proof— 

Take a look at the three ‘‘dry” States.

If that proves true, the country will be faced with divided 
Government control during the next two years. A Democratie 
President will continue to sit in the White House until 1949, re 
gardless of what happens in November, and in all probability the 
senate will remain as it is—under Democratic control. 

The threatened evils of such a situation are apparent. It is 
possible to visualize a condition, under circumstances of the kind, 
whereby the whole machinery of government might be deadlocked. 


: Our reconversion program, now getting away 
Reconversion to such a good start, might be hampered and 
made to fail, if a continuity of control is not maintained by the 
party of the sitting President over both branches of Congress. 

Especially could this be true if bitterness,. born of partisan 
politics, were allowed to creep into a situation of the kind. And 
there is always that danger in politics. 

To correct the evils involved, Sen. Hatch, Democrat, New Mex- 
ico, has revealed that he has enlisted the backing of several of his 
colleagues for a new constitutional amendment that is designed to 
minimize the division of responsibility which arises when one or 
both houses of Congress are controlled by a political party not 
represented in the White House. 

The proposed amendment provides that members of the Lower 
House shall be elected for terms of four years instead of the 
present two. 

That would tend to insure that the party winning control of Con- 
gress. in a presidential election would continue in control for the 
term of the President. 

Sen. Hatch believes that “one of the worst things that can 
happen to the country is to have one party represented in the White 
House and the other controlling one or both houses of Congress.” 

When the people vote for a change in party con- 
Full Control trol of Congress, he thinks, they are entitled to 
have a change in the control of the Government at the same time. 

In our own times the country has witnessed two examples of 
the evils the Hatch amendment is aimed at. The first was dunng 
the second term of PreSident Wilson, when (in 1918) the Demo- 
crats lost control of the Lower House to the Republicans. 

Wilson's efforts to obtain a satisfactory peace treaty at Ver- 
sailles was undoubtedly hampered because of the election results. 

The second example came under the administration of President 
Hoover. Midway in Mr. Hoover's ill-fated term, in 1930, the Demo- 
crats were able to organize the House, largely from gains made 
in the elections of that year. 

Conditions during the depression were hardly helped by 
divided Government control that followed. 

In providing for the election of the entire membership of the 
House every two years it was the intention of the founding fathers 
to give to the people a closer check on Government control. 

In theory this sounds very good, but in practice it has not always 
worked out so well. Like other provisions of the original Con- 
stitution, experience has tended to show that improvements can 


be made. 

Sen. Hatch does not say how he would get 
Senators, Too around the possibility of the party of the Presi- 
dent losing control of the Senate in a mid-term election. But, obvi- 
ously, it should be possible to correct the situation as to sena- 
torial elections the same as in the House. 

Under the present system only one-third of the Senate comes 
up for election every two years, with Senators having six-year 
terms instead of the two held by House members. 

For this reason, however, the upper chamber is less susceptible 
to majority change than the lower body and the evils complained 
of apply less there. 

What is proposed by the New Mexico Senator would have no 
bearing on the coming elsction. It is suggested more as a permanent 
reform for the future. 

The proposal undoubtedly has merit. Congress might weil gwe 
it serious consideration at the next session, however the November 


election may go.
